BUTTERSWORTH EMIGRATED TO NEW YORK WHERE HE 
PAINTED THE WARNER ABOUT 1853.

MMM Connects Kennebec River, Students 6 Heritage 


MOST OF THE MUSEUM'S NEW PROGRAMS FOR 
SCHOOL-AGE CHILDREN HAVE FOCUSED ON THE MID- 
COASTAL, SALT WATER ENVIRONMENT. A NEW $50,000 
GRANT (ANONYMOUS) IS DESIGNED TO HELP MMM STEAM 
INLAND AND UPRIVER WITH '‘KENNEBEC RIVER 
CONNECTIONS’ TO MAKE NEW RELATIONSHIPS. 

THE GOAL OF KENNEBEC RIVER CONNECTIONS IS 
TO ENRICH AND BROADEN THE MARITIME PERCEPTIONS 
OF MAINE CHILDREN. THE PROGRAM USES THE 
KENNEBEC RIVER SYSTEM AS BOTH TOPIC AND 
METAPHOR: 7TH & 8TH GRADE CHILDREN FROM BATH 
AND OAKLAND STUDY THE RIVER ITSELF AS WELL AS THE 
RELATIONSHIPS BETWEEN TOWNS ALONG ITS BANKS. 
ALTHOUGH SIMILAR IN SIZE AND ETHNIC DIVERSITY AND 
SEPARATED BY ONLY 6O MILES, BATH AND OAKLAND 
DEVELOPED VERY DIFFERENT INDUSTRIES: SHIPBUILDING 
VS. INDUSTRIAL MANUFACTURING. STUDENTS WILL 
INVESTIGATE THE’ SIMILARITIES AND’ DIFFERENCES 
BETWEEN THE TOWNS AND DEVELOP POSSIBLE THEORIES 
FOR SUCH VARIATIONS. 

KENNEBEC RIVER CONNECTIONS INTEGRATES THE 


MUSEUM'S INFORMAL TEACHING PRACTICES WITH A 
TRADITIONAL CLASSROOM ATMOSPHERE. EVERY OTHER 
MONTH DURING THE SCHOOL YEAR, STUDENTS SPEND A 
DAY AT THE MUSEUM LEARNING ABOUT TOPICS SUCH AS: 
WORKING TOGETHER (COMMUNITY); WHERE THE RIVER 
FLOWS (GEOGRAPHY); AXES TO ADZES (TECHNOLOGY); 
FOOD FROM THE WATERS; POLLUTION SOLUTIONS 
(ENVIRONMENT AND ECOLOGY). 

AFTER A PILOT RUN IN 94, THE MUSEUM WILL 
REACH FURTHER UP THE KENNEBEC, DISTRIBUTE 
CURRICULUM GUIDES, AND INVITE SCHOOLS ALONG THE 
RIVER TO JOIN IN.
